Trip To West ladies 


Summer , Cruises On Fast Cunard 
Liner Mauretania 

Five summer cruises from New 
York to the Wé®t Indies have just 
been announced for the fast Cunard 
liner ‘Mauretania.’ The duration of 
each cruise will be 12% days, the 
steamer leaving New York on 4 Sat- 
urday and returning Friday two 
weeks later.
